It is tbe day when a foundation of faith, the risen Christ, 
is celebrated 
Easter. 1969, is a poignant day in this country. Its 
most beloved living American. Dwight David Eisen* 
hower. has just died 
Millions are in mourning and the 
country mill mourn officially for 30 days. 
For as President Nixon said of his mentor and friend, 
"For a quarter of a century. General Eisenhower ex* 
erted a moral authority seldom equaled in American 
life.** And then he added the Easter message. “ Even 
in death he has left us a great spirit that will never d ie ” 
The great mystery of faith is contained in Christ’s 
statement (John 8:51), “ Truly, truly. I say to you. if 
any one keeps my word, he will never see death.” Was 
President Nixon, brought up in 
a devout Quaker family, 
remembering that verse as he spoke of his great friend, 
the aoldier statesman, and the moral authority he w leldcd 
in life and death? 
Easter is made evident to us as we think of General 
Eisenhower’s strong, confident courage in war and peace, 
for he too was a deeply religious man who turned to God 
as his guide throughout his life. 
The mock trial of Jesus by Pontius Pilate, the Way of 
the Cross, the Crucifixion, and Resurrection on that 
glorious Easter morning. Those are the articles of faith 
Christians cling to on Easter Sunday, 1969. as they have 
clung to them for nearly 2.000 years. 
Some people say religion is on the wane, God is dead. 
Not on Easter Sunday. Even the scoffers wonder about 
Easter. 
They cannot deny it as recorded fact. 
And 
in fact, then absolute confirmation of Christ’s statement 
of who He is. For no other since time began has said 
he would rise from the grave in three days, and after 
dying, did. 
To the billion Christians in the world, and to all other 
men of good will, a Blessed Easter. 


Smo keless Genera tio n 


In four regional conferences around the country, the 
National Congress of Parents and Teachers has been 
blocking out its campaign to achieve what it hopes will 
be the first smokeless generation in this or any other 
civilized country. 
Undiscouraged by the statistics—that 58 per cent of 
the adult male population and 37 per cent of the female, 
a total of 59.7 million persons — smoke, the PTA is 
launching 
a campaign to teach the nation’s youth about 
the dangers of smoking. Senator Frank E. Moss. Utah 
Democrat, called it one of the most important programs 
the organization has ever undertaken. 
Senator Moss opposes a legislative ban on smoking— 
prohibition failed with liquor, there is no reason to be­ 
lieve it would not fail with cigarettes. Groups like the 
PTA are best equipped to get the message into our 
homes and schools. Moss states, and the kind of young 
people we have in the country today will get the mes­ 
sage “ and a large number of them will not take up the 
habit once they have the facts.” 
That is pretty optimistic. The last conference was 
held in the Washington area for 15 states. Of these, the 
District of Columbia. Virginia and Maryland were con­ 
sidering relaxing their ban on student smoking and per­ 
mitting high schools to set up outdoor smoking areas for 
students. 
Another speaker, Elsa Schneider, of the U.S. Office of 
Education, said education alone is not going to do the 
job. 
’’Environment must support what education is 
teaching,” she said. 
By that she meant that parents 
must set an example for their children. Until they do, 
children cannot believe smoking is so harmful. Their 
"parents wouldn’t want to harm themselves, would 
they? they might well ask.

The Communist underground 
was extensive. Red guerrilla 
bands 
roam ed 
the 
coun­ 
tryside.

influx of American and Allied 
troops. 
South 
Korea 
would 
have quickly fallen under the 
North Korean invasion that 
began in 1950. 
But 
the 
m ajor 
seed 
o f 
Communist weakness in South 
Korea, and a m ajor basis fo r 
unity in this country, dates 
back to that sam e Pyongyang 
invasion, 
in 
which 
Kim 
II 
Sung's troops occupied all but 
a 
small 
corner 
o f South 
Korea. 
Victory seemed so certain 
for the north that almost all 
of the widespread Com munist 
underground 
exposed 
itself 
and cam e above ground in the 
territories occupied by Kim's 
advancing arm ies. (Most of 
the activists were thus forced 
to retreat with K im ’s arm ies 
when 
they 
w i t h d r e w , 
destroying an underground of 
a strength that normally takes 
a decade or two to build even 
under 
f a v o r a b l e 
c ir­ 
cum stances.) 
Because 
victory 
wa s 
so 
"s ure ," 
t h e 
Communist 
conquerors did 
not 
find 
it 
necessary to pretend friend­ 
ship for the people. 
They 
offered 
am nesty 
to 
anti-Communist officials who 
would surrender, then killed 
these men and women in open 
sight of fellow countrymen. 
They instituted a system of 
t e r r o r i s m against those 
suspected of being against the 
new regime. 
But 
what 
followed 
was 
worse. 
After 
Gen. 
MacAr- 
th ur’s 
Inchon 
landing, 
the 
Communists began their with­ 
drawal to the north. As they 
retreated, 
in 
village 
after 
village elders and other lo ca l 
officials, farm and fishing co ­ 
operative 
officers. 
police, 
m erchants and all others of 
influence a mo ng their neig h­ 


bors — dug trenches, killed 
these victims in rows and left 
them dead, sometimes buried 
in the 
trenches, 
sometimes 
not. 
At 
the 
end. 
there 
was 
hardly 
a 
citizen 
of 
South 
Korea who did not have some 
relative killed by the Com­ 
munists. 
This 
is 
why 
when 
North 
Korean agents move south, 
most 
find 
the 
going 
ex­ 
ceedingly rough. 
The 
usual 
practice 
is 
to 
•end a South Korean Com­ 
munist 
(usually 
one 
who 
m o v e d 
north 
with 
the 
r e t r e a t i n g North Korean 
arm ies) back to his old home 
village, to burrow ia among 
friends and relatives. 
Some have been successful. 
But in the last 18 years, 3.152 
were 
not. 
They’ve 
been 
trapped 
on 
the 
way 
or 
r e p o r t e d by neighboring 
farm ers or by the relatives 
with 
whom 
they've 
sought 
refuge. 
There have been cases in 
which wives have reported on 


husbands who cam e back as 
agents 
and 
fathers 
who 
reported on sons. 
Hatred for Communists rum 
that deep. 
This is not to say that North 
Korean Communists offer no 
threat. They do — because 
they are 
patient 
and 
keep 
trying. 
A new generation of South 
Koreans 
could 
forget 
the 
atrocities and the terror of 
a Communist occupation. 
But the lesson learned here 
is that free men who have 
lived under Communist rule 
for a period aTe the strongest 
bulwark of a country defend­

If South Vietnam can be rid

Vietnamese invaders and the

TEEN SCENE: IIo w Safe Is Safe o n Car Equipment?

W ith g ood weather ju st ahead, y ou ’re probably g oing to 
be spending more time behind the w heel, and whether y ou ’re 
g oing to be helping y ou r parents pick a new g aseater ou t at 
the showroom, or whether y ou ’re g oing to try to make a 
few more spotlig hts in y ou r v enerable heap before it g ets a 
chip off die old block, y ou ’v e probably been noticing the 
big boom in safety dev ices. Detroit has discov ered that 
“safety ” is the big g est g immick since “horsepower.” (In fact, 
isn’t there an ad for “safety horsepower,” now?) And u sed 
car dealers are promoting ev ery set of wheels on the lot as 
being “safe” cars— if only becau se they won’t start. 
Is any of the safety equ ipment worth the cost— partic­ 
u larly for a car that's more than a few y ears old? And if so, 
what items will be the most likely to help prev ent an ac­ 
cident, since nobody cou ld afford to bu y ev ery thing that’s 
av ailable? 
First, remember that no safety equ ipment is any better 
than the constru ction that went into it, and the care with 
which it was desig ned. Ju st becau se an item is sold with the 
word “ safety ” in front of it doesn’t mean that it is safe, and 
that it won’t be an additional menace in an accident. There 
are many so-called “safety ” items for sale that are not 
g raded by any repu table org anization, so y ou mu st be y ou r 
own ju dg e of the constru ction, desig n, and fu nction of the 
“safety ” items y ou bu y for y ou r car. 


If y ou hav e any qu estions concerning a piece of equ ip­ 
ment, the city or state police are recommended as one place 
y ou can g o for adv ice. Those fellows hav e cleaned u p after 
enou g h accidents that they hav e a healthy respect for what 
the impact of a crash can do to improper “safety ” items. 
They probably won’t be able to recommend any safety de­ 
v ices for y ou , bu t they can probably warn y ou of dang ers 
bu ilt in to items y ou mig ht be considering . 
Some safety equ ipment can be g otten for u nder a dol­ 
lar that may be worth more than all the Detroit g immicks. 
A stu rdy flashlig ht fastened with a special clip (not a mag ­ 
net) to y ou r steering colu mn cou ld be a lifesav er in a nig ht 
time emerg ency . W hat do y ou keep y ou r spare g asoline in? 
A g lass ju g can tu rn into a clay more mine in an accident, 
and g asoline rots plastic, which can trig g er a slow leak and 
a not-so-slow ex plosion. Use only a metal container desig ned 
for g asoline. Are y ou r windshield wipers totaled ou t? W ell, 
some simple adju stments, or a new- set of blades cou ld sav e 
y ou considerable ex pense of a fu neral. 
The most pu blicized safety equ ipment is safety belts. 
They do sav e liv es, bu t only if they are g ood qu ality belts 
that can stand the stress of a body slamming into them at 
a speed of 30 to 6 0 miles an hou r. A nd of cou rse, only if 
they are fastened. Those fancy Eu ropean-sty le shou lder 
harneses shou ld nev er be worn withou t a lap belt; other­ 
wise they may make inju ries worse than no belt at all. 
You may find y ou rself tem pted by some really heav y 


headrests with bu ilt-in stereo earphones, chrome trim, 
leopardskin cov ers and 
. . . . And forg et it. The headrest 
that protects best in a accident is one either bu ilt into the 
seat orig inally , or of v ery strong constru ction, desig ned to 
be firmly fastened to the seat, and well-padded in the back, 
to protect back-seat passeng ers. Gimmicky headrests may 
impress y ou r bu ddies bu t in a crash they are likely to snap 
loose and impress y ou r head, also. 
Steering wheel cov ers are liable to slip, as are many 
driv ing g lov es. The best way of skid-proofing that wheel is 
with steering -wheel or friction tape. Rear-v iew mirrors, 
both inside and ou tside of y ou r car are not g oing to do mu ch 
g ood if they aren’t adju sted so y ou can see them— and so 
that they don’t throw dang erou s reflections in y ou r ey es. 
A nd remember, there is no su ch thing as su ng lasses which 
improv e nig ht v ision. You shou ld nev er driv e at nig ht with 
any sort of a tinted windshield, faceplate, or su ng lasses— y ou 
need ev ery bit of lig ht y ou can g et for nig ht time driv ing . If 
y ou do a lot, y ou ou g ht to bu y a box of flares to warn on­ 
coming cars if y ou hav e a breakdown or accident. 
Finally , its corny , bu t as tru e as ev er. N o car is ev er any 
safer than that weakest part of its equ ipment—the nu t that 
holds the wheel. All the safety equ ipment in the showroom 
won’t protect y ou if y ou don’t driv e safely . Cars can be made 
v irtu ally theft-proof, v andal-proof, and ev en crash proof— 
they hav en’t fig u red ou t a way of making them foolproof 
y et!

To rem em ber the d ay s of old. the workshop will offer a unique 
program utilizing the talents of such individualistic speakers as 
Kingston historian H arry Righy J r ., New Paltz historian Kenneth 
K. Ilashrmick. UCCC associate professor of history Harry Mat- 
gen. and UCCC Instructor of history Byron Connell. 
At (he (irst session on April 16. historian Righv will take over 
the lectern in the Sanctuary of Kingston’s Old Dutch Reformed 
Church to speak on “ The Multi-national Character of Ulster 
County’s Population: A Pluralistic Society.” A lengthy title, per­ 
haps, hilt meaning in essence that settlers cam e here from 
nearly every Old World country to m ake this region very early 
on that w as singularly cosmopolitan. The unique blending of 
varied F.uropean cultures m ade for pioneering efforts in such 
typically American fields as industry, government, cultural pur 
suits, and the am enities of dav-to dav living.

What makes the Rijstafel so superlative is the fact that H arry Matzen, 
of the Ulster County Community College faculty, offers his exciting dishes 
for gourmet eating. Matzen, born in Java, is a connoiseur of fine foods and 
an expert in the preparation of many unusual menus. 
He points out that rice is the basis of all meals in Indonesia and that the 
best cooks of that country incorporate this staple diet item into an infinite 
variety of exotic menu combinations. And that’s what Matzen and his com 
mittee m em bers will be doing when preparing the April 12 dinner, one that 
will bring a rare experience to the Hudson Valley that has already been 
sampled by hundreds of millions in the Orient. 
At the Rijstafel, you’ll find yourself heaping your plate high with a c a ­ 
pacious mound of fluffy white rice, and adding to it curried dishes, little 
m eat balls, slices of chicken loaf, and tempting meat, fish and fowl dishes 
of wide variety. Spicy sauces and a wonderful array of condiments will 
abound, such as bamboo roots, nuts and shredded coconut. You’ll want to 
try the sambol talor (eggs in hot sauce), bocmbal lodeh (a vegetable dish), 
and au kerrie (curry of lamb or chicken).

The Co n stitu tio n Islan d Asso ciatio n 
sp o n so red this in terestin g p ro gram that to o k 
listen ers back to 1775 o n Co n stitu tio n Islan d, 
o n e o f the mo st famo u s o f the Hu dso n Riv er’s 
lan dmark s. 
Very early in the co u rse o f the Rev o lu tio n ­ 
ary War bo th the Pro v in cial Assembly o f New 
Yo rk an d the Co n tin en tal Co n gress reco gn ized 
the imp o rtan ce o f p rev en tin g the British fro m 
o ccu p y in g the Hu dso n Valley an d o p en in g a 
lin e o f co mmu n icatio n with Can ada. Co n stru c­ 
tio n o f a fo rt o n Co n stitu tio n Islan d was au tho r­ 
ized in Au gu st 1775. At that time man y Ameri­ 
can s felt they were fightin g fo r their rights 
as En glish citizen s, an d the fo rt was n amed 
fo r the British Co n stitu tio n . Refo rtified after 
the o rigin al fo rt was destro y ed by British 
tro o p s in 1777, the islan d became the eastern 
an cho rage fo r the famo u s West Po in t Chain . 
Co lo n el Sheffield first became in terested in 
lo cal histo ry du rin g his scho o l day s in u p p er 
New Yo rk State. He sp en t ho u rs searchin g in 
lo cal libraries, n ewsp ap ers an d histo rical rec­ 
o rds fo r in fo rmatio n o n military ev en ts which 
to o k p lace in his ho me to wn du rin g the Fren ch 
an d In dian War an d has p u blished two p ap ers 
o n this p hase o f lo cal histo ry . When he was 
a p lebe at West Po in t he remembers that his 
class had a p icn ic o n Co n stitu tio n Islan d bu t 
at that time he was o n ly barely aware o f its 
histo ric sign ifican ce. In 1957 when the Shef­ 
fields were statio n ed at West Po in t they be­ 
came in terested in the Co n stitu tio n Islan d 
Asso ciatio n , an d Co lo n el Sheffield began re­ 
search to fin d o u t who bu ilt the v ario u s fo rts 
an d what p lan s were u sed. Carefu l research 
lo cated mu ch o f this in fo rmatio n in o rigin al 
do cu men ts.

Simpatico types in this area 
can now eat their fill of tor 
tillas, taquitos and chili con 
carne at the Broilette Drive In, 
Route 
212, 
S a u g e r t i e s .1 
Proprietor John Foundas is now 
specializing 
in 
spicy, 
savory, 
piquant. 
picante, 
delicious, 
delightful Mexican food. And as 
one amigo who has tried his 
wares, 
we 
can 
think 
of 
no 
higher compliment than. Ole! 
The food is good, healthy and 
hot, and most items are built 
around meat and fresh veget­ 
ables. 
many 
begin 
with 
the 
tortilla, the national bread of 
Mexico, made of corn meal or 
flour and resembling American 
pancakes — only thinner and 
flatter. 
Author's Favorite 
Our favorite at the Broilette 
is tacos. which is to Mexico 
what the hamburger is to us. 
A sandwich affair of sorts, it 
features a corn tortilla folded 
in half and fried. But it’s the 
filling that's the test of tacos. 
B u r g e o n i n g with ground, 
seasoned meat (beef or chicken,
